THE ONE MILL TAX 


The senate committee on assess 


ment and collection of taxes, alter 
a thorough discussion of tho "Mill 
Tax'-Law." have submitted their re- 
port, signed by Senator Whltehead, 
who Is chairman of tho commltte. 


The report covers the history of 


this obnoxious law, and a tabulated, 
statement of receipts for 
sixteen 


years. 
from 
1885 to 1902. 
This 


statement shows not only the gross 
receipts, but also furnlshc s a 
per 


capita basis. 
Tho first 
fourteen 


years of the term tho per capita rcg 
Istered from 84 .cents to ?1.07. based 
on "the school population of the state, 
In 1001 It, Increased to $1.93 and last 
year to J2.00. 


The 
committee appreciated the 


foolishness and the weakness of this 
kind of flnanceerlg and several mem- 
bers. Including the chairman wero In 
favor of adopting .the governor's sug- 
gestion, as contained In his message 
anil raise by 
tax a specified sum 


which would be covered by an Item- 
ized 
budget. 
and 
which 
would 


amount to about $700.000. 


The majority however, 
were op- 


posed to Innovations, and after ex- 
hausting every argument, a compro- 
mise was effected on a seventh mill 
basis. This will create a school fund 
of about $1,000.000. but the bill pro- 
vides that $350,000 of this 
amount 


shall come-from the license fund, so 
that practically the tax 
Is reduced 


to about a half mill so far as effect- 
ing- real and personal' property Is 
concerned. 


This Is an Improvement and while 


the principle surrounding tho vision 
ary scheme Is not changed, results 


be less disastrous. 


A good deal of foolish sentiment 


exists about this law, and It Is claim 
ed that the prosperous counties In 
thd southern part of tho state, can 
well afford to contribute freely to tho 
poorer counties In tho north. 


That Is the thinnest argument that 


any man ever .submitted 
to paper 


Assessment of property, whether In 
the north or south. Is based on valu 
atlon. 
An acre of.nock county land 


assessed $40 pays as much tax 
as 


forty acres of stumpagc assessed at 
$1 per acre.. These may not be ex 
act figures, but they are near enough 
to Illustrate the point. 


If this money from all parts 
ol 


the 
state flows Into one common 


treasury where It belongs, and schoo' 
bills as well as all other bills paid 
from It. there will, bo no cause for 
complaint about tho poor 
counties 


paying too much taxes. 


Senator Whltehead, after 
going 


over the ground very carefully, thus 
summarizes the new bill which wll" 
doubtless become a law. 


Section 2 of the proposed bill reads 


as follows: 


"There Is added to the statutes a 


new section to be numbered and to 
read 
as 
follows: Section 10"a 


There Is appropriated 
annually to 


tho common school fund Income an 
amount equal to seven-tenths of one 
mill for each dollar of the assessed 
valuation of tbo taxable property of 
the state, as determined by the state 
board of assessment, exclusive of the 
property, of the corporations 
which 


pay 'license fees, or which are assess- 
ed for taxation by a state board of 
assessment, to bo derived annually 
as follows: 
Threo hundred and fif- 


ty thousand dollars from tho license 
fees or taxes paid by said corpora- 
tions, and the balance 
from a tax 


•which shall be levied .on all 
other 


taxable property. 
Tho 
appropria- 


tion hereby made shall bo disbursed 
In tho manner and under tho ^condl- 
tlons and restrictions provided for 
the disbursement of the 
common 


school fund Income. 


Before and during the preparation 


3f this bill,:the attention of the com- 
mittee was directed again and again 
o the question of' Inequality In the 
distribution of this tax among 
the 


counties of tho state. 
The wealthy 


aunties have been subjected to a 
teavy burden as tho 
presentation 


made In the tables -found on pages 
•1G and 47. of the report of the tax 
commission clearly shows. 


The diversion from the 
general 


nnd to the school fund of an amount 
deemed likely to equal that which 
would be raised uniier tho law In ex- 
cess of tho limit recommended by 
ho tax commission. Is In 
accord 


vlth the plan contained In section 
3BO of tho statutes, by 
virtue 
of 


vhlch the university fund Income la 
ncreased. 
Thus a measure of re- 


lef will bo afforded to tho counties 
which havo made n strong protest 
against the operation of the mill tax 
aw, and. at tho same 
time, 
the 


school fund Income will not Do de- 
picted below a point which 
a ma- 


lorlty of tho members of tho com- 
mittee fixed as tho limit below which. 
hey were unwilling to 
havo 
the 


amount of the tax reduced. 


Tho committee have carefully con- 


sidered this bill, and they 
recom 


mend that It be placed upon the cal- 
endar and that It do pass.
